The difference between the Yamaha MX and 
GYT Kit pipes are fairly substantial. The GYT 
Kit pipe was Yamaha’s first entry into the 
performance type accessories and the GYT 
Kit pipe is not all that successful. In a 
nutshell, it’s too much “pipy” for normal 
riding. The power band is narrow and much 
too high in the rpm curve. The MX pipe is the 
pipe that came standard on the Yamaha MX 
models that were introduced a couple years 
ago. It has a much improved power band. It is 
physically bigger than the GYT Kit pipe and 
had a larger diameter stinger... Ed.

Corona Cycle 
Park Hits Snag 


By Elaine Jones 

Felice and Laura Lipari have already 
run into problems with her proposed 
Cycle Park adjacent to their Corona 
Raceway in Corona, Calif. A group of 
property owners near the race track, 
including Loma Linda University, have 
filed an appeal through a Riverside, 
Calif. law firm. 

The appeal was to a Planning 
Commission decision two weeks ago to 
allow a 90-day use permit for 
motorcycle trails. 

In granting the permit the 
Commissioners said they felt it would 
allow time to see if motorcycle trails in 
that area would work out. Supporting 
the proposal were several dozen 
motorcycle and minibike enthusiasts. 

Planning Director Jim White said the 
appeal will go to the City Council next 
week for consideration. 

At that time the Council can either 
uphold the Commission or set a public 
hearing on the appeal. A public hearing 
would probably be held March 23. If 
the Council approved the temporary 
permit at that time, the trail park could 
be opened immediately. 

In the meantime, the owners said 
they were unable to do anything about 
developing the park. 

The Commission has required them 
to fence the 250-acre cycle area, but 
this work has not yet been done 
although the fencing has been 
purchased. 

Property owners who joined in the 
appeal are Mark Page, Salvatori Briganti, 
Mr. & Mrs. James Dugan Jr., Mr. & Mrs. 
Duane Munger, Mr. & Mrs. Paul Reed, 
and Fred Harber. 

Only two of the residents 
complaining are remotely close to the 
property line and one of these is being 
converted into a beer and pizza parlo. 
The other residents are anywhere from a 
half mile to a mile or more distant. 


"WHERE THE LEGAL DIRT IS" 
Kawasaki Motorcycle Dealers in the 
Southern California area are now 
offering enthusiasts trail maps that 
indicate “Where The Legal Dirt is."

It has been a busy couple of weeks. 
Most of the first week of February was 
spent with the Dept. of Parks and 
Recreation finalizing a proposed Bill 
which will provide for registration and 
identification of off-road vehicles with 
registration fees going to a fund for 
acquisition, development, and 
maintenance. of off-road vehicle areas, 
such as our proposed use of Camp 
Irwin. This Bill is shaping-up quite well 
and should be introduced before the 
legislature this week. Full details will be 
given soon. 

I met with a large group of 
motorcyclists from the San Jose and 
Sunnyvale areas on Thursday, the 4th, 
thanks to Al Hayes and the Lockheed 
Employees’ Recreation Assn., which 
sponsors a motorcycle club. On Friday, 
the wife and I packed-up and set off for 
Elsinore, where we witnessed what has 
to be one of the finest races anywhere. 
While there we met fellow-contributor 
Maureen Lee and her husband Gene, 
and a host of other people connected 
with motorcycling. Naturally, the Cycle 
News staff was there, including poor 
Ellen (Mrs. Ron) Schneiders who was 
unfortunately injured by a bike which 
drilled through. the hay-bales. It would 
be a well-deserved gesture to send her a 
get-well card in care of Cycle News. 

On Monday, we spent the early part 
of the day checking on “progress” in 
Riverside County, and then met with 
the Jackrabbits M.C. on Monday night. 
Tuesday morning found a group of 
seven motorcyclists at the Long Beach 
City Hall to oppose the proposed 
ordinance which will prohibit 
motorcycles, mini-bikes, Jeeps, 
dune-buggies, and other off-road 
vehicles from operating anywhere 
within the Long Beach City Limits 
unless the area is so designated. There 
are 27,759 motorcyclists in Long Beach, 
however, there were only two other 
persons present besides Chuck and

Sharon Clayton, Tom Culp, and Doris 
and myself. Is it any wonder that we are 
losing our riding privileges when people 
would rather sit home and complain 
than appear and defend their interests? 
This ordinance is scheduled for a 
final hearing at 9:00 a.m. on Tuesday, 
March 16th. We hope to be allowed an 
opportunity to propose a moratorium 
on. the ordinance. for -purposes of 
conducting an experiment. It is 
intended to obtain an approved riding 
area for a 30-day period and prove that 
with readily available facilities for 
mini-bikes and small motorcycles, that 
there will be a significant decrease in 
local complaints, primarily about noise. 
Things are going fairly well at the 
Capitol: 
—Senator Grunsky’s SB26 which 
required motorcycle headlights to be on 
during operation has gone to ‘interim 
study’ which is a nice way of saying that 
it will not be heard again this year. 
—Senator Petris’ SB30 which requires all 
motor vehicles to be equipped with at 
least four flares has now been amended 
to exclude motorcycles. 
—Three separate Bills (AB89, AB236, 
SB223) have been introduced requiring 
the DMV to be notifed of the actual 
mileage appearing on the odometer of 
all motor vehicles at the time of sale. 
The wording is such that enactment will 
require all motor vehicles to be 
equipped with odometers. We have been 
successful in obtaining amendments to 


these Bills which will exclude 
motorcycles. 
-Senator Beilenson has introduced 


SB272 which proposes to reidentify 
units of the State Park System. Among 
other things, it would remove 
recreational vehicles from State 
Recreational Areas (such as Point Mugu 
was intended to be) and establishes a 
new category of State Recreational 
Vehicle Areas. On the surface, this 
sounds acceptable. BUT, there are funds 
presently available for Recreational 





Areas. There are no funds available for 
Recreational Vehicle Areas, and to 
obtain funds it would be necessary to 
‘float a bond issue’ at the time of a 


statewide election. Even if the public - 


could be convinced to vote for such a 
proposal, it would be at least two years 
before work could even begin. My 
suggestion is that you write or contact 
your own Assemblyman or Senator and 
express your views, hopefully that you 
disapprove of SB272. With enough 
letters, we can lick this one. If possible, 
send me a copy of yourletter so that I 
can determine how much pressure is 
building on this issue.

Utah Gets Recreation Law

SALT LAKE CITY — Utah's Recreation 
Vehicle Bill has been passed by the 
State Legislature — here is what off-road 
motorcyclists can expect from it: 

The Board of Parks and Recreation 
will appoint the advisory council 
provided for in the law, probably at its 
April meeting, according to Harold 
Tippetts, board director. The council is 
supposed to provide representation for 
organized groups of enthusiasts of all 
the types of off-road machines covered 
by the law, including bikes, 
snowmobiles, ATVs, jeeps, buggies and 
someday hovercraft. “Nominations are 
now being sought for membership on 
this committee," Mr. Tippetts said. 

The Board of Parks and Recreation 
will then draft regulations, based on the 
recommendations of the advisory 
committee, he said. These will include 
safety requirements, noise standards, 
such decisions as how to display

registration numbers, and ultimately 
answers to the key question of what 
state lands will be closed to vehicle use. 

How total the land use picture will 
be, will depend on the extent of 
cooperation with the board by federal 
bureaus, because Utah is largely federal 
land. 

Then, in early 1972, the registration 
of off-road vehicles will begin. You have 
your choice of registering your machine 
as a motor vehicle, or as a recreation 
vehicle, if it is street legal. The cost of 
either registration will be about the 
same, because you must pay property 
tax in either case. 

Mr. Tippetts explained that he 
envisions establishing ''classes" of areas 
for bike use, to allow no-muffler 
operation on the desert, while requiring 
mufflers in the mountains. 

Cyclists mostly agree that the law is 
reasonable, but the ultimate effect on 
the rider is yet to be decided, in the 
form of the all-important regulations 
yet to be formulated. 

NOISE, HELMET LAWS DIE 

A bill which would have set the 
maximum noise level for motor vehicles 
at 88 db did not become law, because it 
never came to a vote in either house of 
the legislature. A bill to extend the 
helmet law to all highway situations, 
rather then just 35-mile-per-hour and 
above zones, met a similar end.

Dream Track Comes True 


After much debate, lots of hard work, some applied pressure, a few heartbreaks 
and more hard work, The Motorcycle Riders Association (MRA) of Medford, 
Oregon, finally got what they asked for — a lease on city land for their very own 
motocross track. The story goes roughly like this: 

It seems the MRA, although based in that wonderland and motorcyclist's oasis to 
the north known as Oregon, were beginning to feel pressure to stop riding on the old 
stomping grounds known as “‘John’s Peak." 

The officers of the club took it upon themselves to search for another more 
suitable riding area. This was more than two years ago. The club approached the 
country, city, Forest Service, B.L.M., in short, any public agency that might have 
some “dirt” available and received the usual ‘thanks, but no thanks" and closed door 
welcomes. Not a group of people to give up, however, the club acted as if they hadn’t 
heard the public servants. 

The Jackson County Parks Department was the first to say “‘Well...let’s try it.” 
The area set aside was rather small and fronted a recreational lake. After a few races 
it was apparent to all that this was not the place. X 

Next, the U.S. Forest Service graciously offered the club a motorcycle park. Joy 
Be!! Our own park...1,200 acres BIG, all kinds of neat terrain, and only thirty 
minutes from town. After some 1000 man-hours and $500, building trails, 
constructing toilets, and building a picnic area, the buble burst. Heartbreak number 
two. 

Heartbreak number three occurred when the county parks department offered the 
club a motocross track site on some land they were leasing from the Army. Again 
construction took place and was completed just in time for a General to say “No 
deal, the lease is for a rifle range only — no motorcycles until we renew the lease next 

ear." 

ji Although the members were war weary by this time, they decided to charge the 
city of Medford. It seems the city had some land along the Rogue River that was not 
being used and that had motocross written all over it with a capital “M”. It took 
more than a month but finally the group was able to appear before the city fathers 
and, much to their surprise, the staff was instructed to draw up a lease! As can be 
anticipated by now the good times were about to end...The mayor vetoed the lease. 
Heartbreak number four. By this time the club was in no mood to forget it and the 
feathers really flew. Anybody who was anybody and everybody who would listen 
soon knew about the plight of the MRA. 

The next council meeting was historic because it was the first time a veto had ever 
been nullified. | This time the club locked out the chance of another heartbreak. A 
two year lease which can only be broken by a significant hardship caused, and after 
public hearings on the matter, was signed.

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North Hillclimb Begins 


The infamous Jolly Roger hill in 
south Seattle will be the site of the 
inaugural event of the 1971 summer 
series of AMA professional hillclimbs in 
the Pacific Northwest. The series which 
begins March 21 in Seattle is to be 
waged on the toughest and steepest hills 
of Washington, Oregon, and Idaho. The 
Seattle hill located on the west slope of 
the Kent Valley, was the site of the 
1964 National Championship and is 
rated as one of the nation’s more 
challenging hills. The length of the 
awesome Jolly Roger hill is 440 feet to 
the crest while the slope is nearly 
vertical. The old adage that ‘what goes 
up must come down" often adds an 
extra thrill as men and machine claw at 
the earth for a grip on this impossible 
incline. 

The equipment for this event is 
sophisticated and varied. Some riders 
prefer the early model big-bore V-twins 
with high torque while others will ride 
the lighter imported high RPM vertical 
twin cylinder machines. Special frames 
to adjust center of gravity are common 
and all machines are equipped with rear 
tire chains or cleats for better traction. 

The contestants will be vying for 
AMA national points as well as a cash 
purse.

MONROE, WASHINGTON, March 7, 
1971 — The Bothell Stump-Jumpers 
picked one of the wettest days so far 
this year to put on their third in a series 
of four motocrosses. The rain began to 
fall Saturday night and continued in a 
steady drizzle throughout the day with 
a little snow thrown in for good 
measure. The course was well prepared 
and, except for a few spots that bore a 
striking resemblance to the 
Okeefenokee Swamp, held up quite 
well. Actually, this course is a bit too 
easy under normal conditions to really 
challenge the ability of the hard core 
motocross rider and the extreme mud 
conditions made up for this 
shortcoming by making it a real chore 
just to stay on. 

The top three riders in the 125 class 
each managed to win one of the three 
soggy motos. Bob Harrison, riding a 
Sachs, was unstoppable in this series 
with a first, second and third. Bob was 
second to Rick McCaffery in the first 
moto and third to John Haynes and 
Steve Curnutt in the second. In the 
third moto he finally got it all together 
and charged through the slop to a solid 
win over McCaffery. McCaffery, on a 
SuzUki, had had trouble in the second 
race and was forced to settle for third 
overall behind Yamaha mounted John 
Haynes, in spite of his first and second 
placing. 

Gordy Ochs looked invincible in the 
250's as he scored easy wins in the first 
and second motos. In each case Gordy 
put a lot of distance between himself 
and second place Melvin Sowards on a 
neat looking red Rickman. The third 
and final moto looked for a wile like a 
replay of the first two until Gordy's 
Bultaco failed him and he was unable to 
finish. This left Mel Sowards with the 
overall win and Gordy in second. 
Copping third overall and putting on a 
good aggressive race was another of the 
Sowards clan, Glenn. He was a little too 
aggressive at the starting line however, 
and was caught several times trying to 
anticipate the starting light, a new and 
effective system that the Stump 
Jumpers introduced today. 

Jim Pomeroy brought his Bultaco all 
the way over the snow-covered Cascades 
from Yakima to have a go at the 
big-bore gold only to fold up in the 
second moto and retire for the day. It 
looked like he had it wired in the first 
moto when he won with a tremendous 
margin over Larry Wescott. At the start 
he leaped into the lead and, coming by 
the pits at the end of the first lap, 
tooked over his shoulder and found 
himself completely alone. Instead of 
taking it easy though, he just screwed it 
on and piled up his lead. Wescott didn’t 
slack off either and came in a solid 
second over young Mike Budschat, 
riding an AJS in his first big bore moto. 

The second moto belonged to Larry 
Wescott after Pomeroy’s Bul gave out. 
He took the win over a hard charge by 
Budschat and Don Babcock. Conditions 
were so bad that these three were the 
only: riders running at the end of the 
race. Larry’s Maico was strong enough 
to carry him to a third moto win also 
and enabled him to take the overall 
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victory. Dan Ritchie on a Husky was 
second in the third moto and took 
fourth overall behind Budschat who 
dnf'ed that one. Babcock, Maico 
mounted slogged in for third in the 
final, giving him enough points for 
second overall. Once again there were 
only thee riders at the finish and, while 
not too exciting, it was inspring to see 
those brave souls forcing themselves to 
splash around out there, exposed to 
pneumonia, cold feet, and rider’s cramp 
(that peculiar condition where your 
fingers freeze solid to the handgrip and 
have to be pried loose with a tire iron).

non-silencer-equipped machines 
from the pits and quiet things 
down even more!)

any doubt about which way to go. 
When you'd come to one of those 
ambiguous spots where the trail forks 
half-a-dozen ways, you could always 
just lift your gaze and scan the horizon. 
Without fail you’d see a ribbon high 
upon a cactus or in some very 
conspicuous spot, just like a beacon. 
And I don’t think I overshot a turn all 
day due to the marking being too close 
to the turn. This is one of those areas 
where there simply isn’t any substitute 
for experience. The marking on this 
course was good because whoever did it 
had ridden enough runs that he knew 
where problems would occur and thus 
knew how to cope with them. The club 
probably used less material than those 
clubs that goofed it in previous weeks, 
but every piece of ribbon and card was 
efficiently used. 

The club used a better checking 
system than is normal in desert enduros. 
EAch rider carried a card with him and 
has his time marked on it at each check. 
Lose your card and you're out. But 
there can be no excuses like, “The 
checker didn't see me,” or “He marked 
the wrong time down on his sheet.” The 
system is better for both the club and 
the rider, because mistakes are bad for 
both. This way the rider doesn’t have to 
depend on a checker who sometimes 
does make mistakes. 

It bears repeating that the run was 
put on by the Chapparel M.C., a new 
club with a scant dozen members. They 
had to recruit all kinds of help to man 
the checks because a dozen people don’t 
stretch very far on an operation like 
this. Most all of the members of the 
club work for Autonetics down Orange 
County way. At the helm of the new 
club is Bill Adams, past president of 
District 37, who is no doubt responsible 
for the expertise with which the run was 
conducted. Bill has all kinds of exciting 
plans for the new club. Like, how would 
you enduro fans like a two-day run 
from Lucerne Valley to Searchlight 
Nevada and back, Hmmm? Bill already 
has it mapped out. 

There were very few complaints on 
the run and most everyone considered it 
an enjoyable ride. I would have 
preferred a little more originality on the 
first loop. There was an interesting little 
downhill mule trail that I hadn’t been 
on before, but most of it was the 
Golden Bear run, which wasn't far 
enough back in time to warrant running 
over the trail again. I realize however 
that there is a limit to what a very few 
people can do. They did have a lot of 
new trail in the second loop and if they 
had. to repeat on the first loop, at least 
they chose a good one! 

Dave Evans seems like a good bet for 
sweepstakes winner, but Ekins and 
Steffan did very well at the checks I 
know about so I’m not making any 
wagers. Seemed to me like there were 
about 50% finishers, but they weren’t 
counted. Get your scooter set for 
Searchlight.

Anyway, my early efforts on 
concrete have been more than 
worthwhile in terms of experience, and 
I’m sure I’ll be more competitive next 
time out. My biggest problem right now 
is having to forget the four-lap-dash 
style I’m used to in speedway. I have to 
realise that I have much, much more 
time for overtaking. As Keith Mashburn 
said to my sponsor, Norman McDonald: 
“Now you have him sitting down, all 
you have to do is calm him down!”, 
which I thought was a really classic 
"mashy" quote. 

The main purpose of my last 
American trip was a short track meeting 
at the Houston Astrodome — and this 
turned out to be the biggest 
disappointment of all. Not because of 
unfamiliar tracks, strange surfaces, 
unusual riding techniques or mechanical 
problems. No, this time, the fly in the 
ointment was an old-fashioned, ! 
unwelcome dose of ‘flu! s 

I really trained hard for the Houston ' 
meeting. I had run myself silly, 
exercising, training, swimming, dieting, 
the lot — only to find that I arrived in 
Los Angeles from New York with a 
fever that kept me bedridden for three 
days prior to the event. I just couldn't 
believe it. I did OK in practise, notching 
the third fastest time. But I was in no 
physical or psychological state to 
capitalise on this, and bowed out of the 
contest in the qualifying rounds. The 
ironic thing is that a couple of days 
later, I felt on top of the world! 

Still, there’s no point crying over 
spilt milk — these things happen and 
one has to learn to accept them. I’ve 
been racing long enough never to look 
over my shoulder — only to look 
forward. And I can tell you that I’m 
looking forward to an awful lot of 
things on future Stateside visits. Soon | 
I'll tell you about the two short track 
meetings at Daytona, another at | 
Jacksonville (where I’m also hoping to 
race my new 650cc Yamaha on their 
half-mile track). And I’ve made up my

When I penned my first column for 
you last month, I tried to explain my 
love of motorcycle racing with the 
words, “‘Just give me a bike, lead me to 
a track and I'll have a go." Well, I've 
been having a go here in the States just 
recently, and although not as successful 
as I would have liked, 1 reckon the 
experience I have picked up will 
eventually help me get among the 
prizes. 

What with grass track, sand track, ice 
racing and conventional speedway back 
home in Britain and throughout Europe, 
I guess I’m pretty handy at adapting to 
different circuits and styles by now. But 
none of this counted for much when it 
came to the States. And I sadly have to 
admit that I wasn’t exactly at my best 
when I tried my hand for the first time 
on the American concrete short circuits. 

They demand a -totally different 
technique from anything I’ve used 
before, and I must confess that I was 
completely baffled about how to go 
about things for a while. By the end of 
my second meeting, however, I was 
really beginning to get the hang of 
things, and once I’ve managed to master 
the two major stumbling blocks — the 
limitations of an ultra-short track and 
the unfamiliar concrete surface — I 
reckon I'll be able to wind on the 
throttle with the best of *em! 

My first outing on concrete was at 
Long Beach, California. I had quite a lot 
of mechanical trouble during practise, 
and it wasn't until my actual qualifying 
heat of the tournament that I started to 
learn the best, quickest and only way to 
get around on concrete — get to the 
inside line, (where rubber from tyres 
gives a certain amount of grip) and stay 
put, no matter how fast or slow you go. 

On the British speedway tracks 
there’s always a lot of overtaking on the 
outside. I made the fatal mistake of 
trying this at Long Beach — and by the 
бте Га realised my mistake, all the 
other riders had slipped through on the 
inside. On such a small track, there was 
no chance of making up lost ground, 
and all in all, I was disappointed with 
my showing. Still, I managed to learn a 
thing or two. 

My next port of call was Madison 
Square Garden, again for a concrete 
session. I was mounted on a standard 
American machines — no fancy 
trimmings or special handlebars — and I 
made a point of taking time out to 
study some of the American boys in 


practise. Straightway, l realised the 
main hang-up that was going to pose 
problems:all your riders sit tight in the 
saddle around the corners, whereas. on 
the bigger 500cc machines back home 
(on grass, sand or speedway), I’ve 
always stood up. 

So I made up my mind to keep 
seated; in fact, I was 100 per cent 
determined to keep my rear end 
plastered firmly to the saddle. So what 
happens? Every time I get into a little 
trouble or sense a slight loss of control, 
I automatically stood up! As soon as I 
shifted weight completely from the 
back wheel, I went totally out cf 
control, And on a bone-hard, unfamiliar 
track surrounded by umpteen eager, 
experienced riders, I didn’t exactly feel 
on top of the world! 

Anyway, practise went reasonably 
well (with Briggo putting on a 
harum-scarum show that seemed to 
amuse everybody except me!) and I 
clocked one of the fastest times. By the 
time we got to the actual qualifying 
heats, I was starting to get the feel 
(which must be the right word!) of this 
strange  sit-tight-in-the-saddle routine, 
although I was a bit irritated by severe 
bouts of cramp in the tops of my legs, 
brought about by riding in what was to 
me an unnatural position. 

My fast practise time gave me a front 
row position for my heat — but this was 
soon changed. On the start, it was 
alleged that I had rolled over the line 
fore the off, so I was relegated to the 
third row. I know for a fact that I didn't 
roll, but what's the point of arguing? In 
any event, I got the distinct feeling that 
instead of just starting the race, the 
starter was inclined to ‘bait’ the riders. 
Anyway, I don’t want to start critizing 
American officialdom, so let’s move on. 

After two false starts and crashes 
galore, the race finally got underway at 
the third attempt. This time, only one 
rider fell — me! I managed to pick up 
the machine, quickly remounted and 
tore after th pack. Whilst trying to get 
the last qualifying spot, I crashed within

VALENCIA, CAL., March 14, 1971 — 
Young Gary Jones displayed all the 
strength he could manage on a couple of 
spanking new Yamaha prototypes racing 
machines and rattle tKe thunder across 
the length and breath of the old Indian 
Dunes reservation during 90 minutes of 
serious motorcycle combat. He flashed 
under the checkered flag to collect the 
lion's share of a $2100 purse during the 
second annual running of the Optimists 
Club's Combo Cross. 

Jones, who got the starting banner 
for the 250cc Sr. scramble from regular 
dunes visitor, actor James Gamer, 
ripped off with an immediate lead on 
his roaring red and white, 181-lbs. 
Yamaha bombshell, never to be headed 
throughout the entire event. 

The most serious challenge to the 
eventual winner was begun about 20 
minutes into the intermediate race, as 
“brother” Dave Rodgers slipped and slid 
his new Bultaco into a contending 
position only 10 yards behind the 
leader. However, Rodgers choice 
position was short-lived as Jones yanked 
out all of the stops, more resembling a 
Lake Meade hydroplane as he sent the 
spray 30 feet into the warm air upon 
reaching each watercrossing, and was 
home on top by a 10 second interval. 

With more than 400 riders on hand, 
and anxious to contest the purses and 
trophies, along came Jones once again in 
the Open Sr. race. 

While blessed with the craw-away 
pace of a garden slug in the Open 
feature, Jones looked for all the world 
like he was competing in the first race 
on next week's program at the Dunes. 
So far behind the pack was the Yamaha 
fireball, that the leaders, Mark “the 
Phantom” Blackwell (Hus) and Jim 
West (Hus), looked as if they were in a 
rerun of the Swedish Grand Prix. 

Blackwell had built up quite a lead 
by the time the race had gone 
half-swing, but the “wonder” of Indian 
Dunes suddenly found himself in some 
sort of trouble when his machinery got 
wet and caught a cold as it plunged into 
one of the many water traps. 

In the meantime, Jones was 
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es aA vestiti 

Jeff Wright found the going "wet 'n' wild." 
scorching the dust from the ground, 
after finally locating a super type of 
high gear. However, the bid was a little 
too late. West got the win, Jones was 
second and Blackwell nursed his ailing 
machine to third. 

The day's final score: Jones $350 to 
the good for 90 minutes of fast and 
furious racing. Almost $4 per minute. 

In the 125 Sr. event, a whole host 
was on hand to contest the rapid 
comeback attempts of International 
Motorcycle’s own Larry Shoemaker on 
his unbelievable swift Yamaha. Yet, this 
was not Larry’s day. 

After dropping his expansion 
chamber a few yards from the start line, 
Shoemaker watched as 35 other riders 
poured past. But, in spite of the 
handicap, Larry was able to garner a 
sixth overall finish. The race was won 
by the brilliant Dave Rodgers, who rides 
for Steve’s Bultaco Shop. The next four 
positions — after a heated see-saw type 
of battle — went to Billy Payne (Yam), 
Allan Peppel (Pen), Bryar Holcolm 
(Pen) and Jeff Wright (Ric).

TRAGIC START 

AMA President J.R. Kelly took the 
network radio microphone to say 
“Gentlemen, start your countdown.” As 
the 38,500-person gallery strained its 
eyes toward. the first turn, wave after 
wave of lusty machines poured onto the 
banked wall. Roger Reiman (H-D) and 
Larry Dar (H-D) had trouble getting 
started. Reiman, a former back-to-back 
Daytona winner got away very late. 

Leading the thundering swarm 
around the oval was Yvon Duhamel on 
his new Kawasaki ride and right behind 
was young Fisher. Mike Hailwood was 
3rd, followed closely by Paul Smart and 
Jody Nicholas on the team Suzuki. 
Lurking there behind the leaders was 
the wily Mann. 

As the motorcycles rounded turn one 
into the infield on the first lap, tragedy 
occurred. Rusty Bradley, the 
21-year-old Junior whiz, who became 
the highest paid road racer last year 
thanks mainly to Kawasaki contingency 
money, dropped to the asphalt. Steve 
McLaughlin and Duane McDaniels went 
down too, without serious harm. But 
Bradley suffered a severe skull fracture 
and died in the Speedway infirmary at 7 
p.m. that night. 

Meanwhile Fisher outraced Duhamel 
and led the Canadian and the two 
Englishmen through the paces for four 
laps. “That Honda didn't half go!" 
exclaimed Hailwood later, uttering a 
British obscenity. Mann stuck to his 
plan, keeping the BSA within easy reach 
of the other four. 

Soon  Fisher's short-fuse Honda 
began to fade. But he had proved his 
point in ten laps, before ‘it stopped 
altogether. The young man can ride! 

Hopes for an all-American victory 
flickered when Cal Rayborn's gearbox 
froze dumping him on the track. The 
crew completely rebuilt the box in a 
long pit stop and sent him out to prove 
the power of the revised XR in the 
30-some laps remaining.

The 
Triumph and the BSA were very evenly 
matched, except Mann seemed to have 
just the tiniest bit more speed on the 
straights — a fact which probably 
surprised him at first, since Smart, the 
factory's favorite, was given the faster 
bike. Then the reason apparently 
became clear to Mann. Smart’s exhaust 
megaphone emitted a trace of smoke as 
he shut off for the near-vertical wall, 
and continued to smoke just a bit when 
he got on it again. Mann backed off and 
let Smart collect the 125-dollar-a-lap 
leader money while Bugs nursed his 
engine and waited the distance stretched 
— 28 seconds — a full minute separated 
them. Mann paused in the pits for a 
quick dose of gasoline and paced the 
Britisher through lap 40 of the 53-lap 
chase.

But they were nearly a lap 
behind Mann’s BSA... not a hope unless 
the two leaders blew. And Mann knows 
how to keep a machine together. 

No so Smart. The Triumph was 
smoking like a chimney now. Smoke 
poured out of the breather hose — a 
very bad sign. Paul Smart parked the 
worn-out triple in the pits and the 
crowd went crazy. Just like last year, 
Bugs was going to win! 

No question about it. The fans waved 
and hollered their love as Mann toured 
the dwindling laps: Not even leaning 
very much on the turns, setting a new 
record every lap with ease. From 
somewhere back, Don Emde began to 
make his bid and passed Rieman for 
3rd. Rieman’s engine chuffed noisily 
with ¥%-mile to go, It had swallowed a 
piston, but he finished on one cylinder. 

In Victory Circle, Mann collected the 
glory he deserves for becoming the 4th 
man to win two-in-a-row 200 milers. He 
had hit a pylon back on lap 27, in a 
nasty excursion off turn one, and 
injured his foot. Feeling was just coming 
back, replacing the numbness, and it 
hurt. 

Mann won $5,000 prize money, plus 
about $1,625 lap money, as well as 
contingency prizes from Bell, Champion 
spark plugs and Bates Leathers. Bates 
paid him $1,000 and $500 to 2nd place 
Romero and $250 to Emde for 3rd.

APPARENT DISCREPANCY 
OVERLOOKED 

During the customery teardown and 
measuring of the winners, it was 
suggested that the gas tank capacity of 
the top three machines be checked. 
AMA rules specifically limit the road 
racers to 6.2 gallons maximum load. 
This works a particular hardship on the 
fuel-guzzling two-strokes, which have to 
make two gas stops in the long races like 
Daytona. Officials of the AMA pumped 
6.2 gallons into Mann's tank and 
stopped. “It’s legal,” they said. But the 
gas was still an inch or two below the 
filler neck. 

Six-point-three gallons were dumped 
into Romero’s tank before the pump 
could be shut off, and it still had 
capacity to spare, Officials had to 
measure it four times before it came out 
at 6.2. Meanwhile Reiman’s 4th place 
Harley was measured, just in case of 
disqualification. It was 6 gallons 
exactly, even with the neck filled up 
and the vent plugged. 

I don’t know if the BSA-Triumph 
tanks were deliberately made oversize 
(without the riders’ knowledge or 
consent, of course) or if the factory 
innocently substituted the large 
Imperial gallonage for the U.S. measure. 
But the rule was intended to apply to all 
— not just the two-strokes. In cheating, 
as in pregnancy, there’s no such thing as 
“just a little bit."

76 Mile Novice Race 


DAYTONA BEACH, FLA., March 12, 
1971 — The fellows down on the 
starting rid sitting on their machines and 
thinking about the coming race haven't 
yet acquired the near magical status of 
Expert, but each one, in his own way, 
was just as serious about racing and just 
as determined to bag this one as each of 
the experts would be in the 200 miler 
on Sunday. 

Over eighty riders had signed up for 


the 76-mile Novice road race and the list 


of bikes amply demonstrated the solid 
preference for two-stroke machines, as a 
mere fifteen percent were four-stroke 
thumpers. 

As the starters flag dropped, it at 
once became obvious why the Japanese 
two strokes are so popular as the first 
twenty or so positions were held down 
by them. 

Graham James, riding a Yamaha out 
of Florence, Ala., held the lead after 


five laps, although Bellflower, California 
native Scott Autrey was pressing him on 
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atched Mann Win 200 


another Yamaha. Riding yet another of 
the popular twins, Douglas Teague of 
Grosse Point, Mich. was beginning. to 
move up. 

They ran that way for ten laps until 
Teague began to slip off the pace just 
enough to let a hard-charging Howard 
Lynggard pilot his Yamaha into the 
third slot for a three-way duel with 
James and Autrey. John Long of Miami, 
Fla. also got by Teague and began 
closing the gap on the leaders. 

By the 21st and final lap Lynggard, 


who hails from Duarte, Calif., had won ` 


a shoulder-to-shoulder four-lap duel 
with the stubborn Autrey and flashed 
by to take the checkered flag. Long had 
James but was unable to get the goods 
on Autrey and had to settle for third 
place.

Short Track Races 


Traditionally three highlights of the 
Daytona Speed Week are the short track 
races. This year was no exception. 
Starting Wednesday night with the 
novice races, the three nights of racing 
pack the little Daytona Memorial 
Stadium to capacity. 

The Novice races were more popular 
than ever this year with the largest 
crowd ever to see the first year riders 
going for the prestigious win. 

Scott Autrey, a young Bellflower, 
California rider, got quite a different 
type of ride for this event. Barry Briggs 
lent him his speedway-type Yamaha 
twin. Autrey proceeded to keep the 
corwd on its feet all night with his 
version of speedway style. 
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Autrey won every race he was in all 
evening, but got a little nervous toward 
the end of the feature and, tried to 
dirt-track the machine for the last two 
laps. It didn’t work and three other hard 
charging young riders made it a big 
night for Ossa as Mike Johnson, Scott 
Brelsford and Dale Furst took one, two 
and three on their little bears. 

Friday night brought the largest 
crowd out to ever try and attend a short 
track event. In past years, since the 
stands are sold out anyway, the 
promoters have looked the other way 
when hundreds of spectators stand on 
their trucks and peek over the wall. This 
year, the local gendarmes added to their 
income by taking some of the more 
hardy of these peekers to their local 
streamlined ‘court’ where the ‘judge’ 
pounded cash register keys instead of a 
gavel. 

In order to make the program, a rider 
had to win his qualifying heat against 5 
riders. Although Junior rider Kenny 
Roberts had dominated the indoor races 
at Jacksonville a few night before and 
won his first regular heat and one of the 
semis, he couldn’t get it all together for 
the feature and went across the line 
with a respectable third. 

The surprise of the evening was first 
year Expert Rex Beauchamp, who won 
every race he was in. Rex spent the 
whole night showing the rest of the 
riders that four-stroke engine aren’t 
dead yet as his little Harley Sprint 
walked far ahead of the rest of the field. 

Gary Scott, who took the Junior TT 
race at the Atrodome proved that you 
don’t have to be an Expert to do well as 
he came across the line in the feature 
behind Beauchamp. 

Former World Speedway Champion 
Barry Briggs had won his heat and got a 
second in his semi, but the fast slick 
track surface did him in in the feature 
and Barry had to be content with 
seventh place. 

Saturday’s short track started at the 
same time and in the same place, but it 
was a different race altogether, as the 
qualifying heats brought in an almost 
totally new field. 

After out-running Briggs in the first 
heat of the night, Junior rider Ed Salley 
of Dalton, Georgia went on to zap all 
competition in the 10 lap feature. The 
only time during the evening’s activities 
that Salley had any trouble was in the 
Trophy Dash, when Briggs got 
everything working right and took the 
gold away. 

Right behind Salley in the feature 
was Mike Gerald who was one of the 
few riders that made the feature on 
both nights. The Baton Rouge, La., 
rider brought out the now indisputable 
fact that these young Junior riders are 
getting faster and faster every year. 
Never in the history of the short track 
races at Daytona have so many young 
riders been in the thick of things with 
the seasoned experts.

DAYTONA, FLA., March 13, 1971 — 
Thomas Vardeman, a Junior class rider 
from Cypress, California, finished 39th 
in the 100 mile combined Expert-Junior 
250cc road race here today. Vardeman's 
feat may not sound especially 
significant until you realize that he and 
the other 36 riders in front of him were 
all on Yamahas. 

Twisting wrenches on two of these 
bikes was an Australian by the name of 
Kel Carruthers. You may remember him 
for another of his talents. He won the 
1970 version of this same event. 
Carruthers and teammate Cal Rayborn 
blazed away from the field at the start 
of this year’s event and except for two 
brief challenges by Rayborn, Carruthers 
had an easy time taking his second 
straight victory. 

Rayborn said that the only time that 
he could stay with Kel was when he was 
drafting him. Carruthers commented 
that his tachometer broke sometime 
after the start and he was really worried 
about when to shift gears. He said that 
he “just wound her up until it went 
'blaaah' and then shifted.” About the 
time his tach broke he pulled a 5 second 
lead on Rayborn and kept it for the 
remainder of the race. 

Finishing third was a young, 
first-time rider from Milford, Mich. 
Duane McDaniels, Duane could not 
keep with the two experienced Experts 
and was almost two minutes behind at 
the finish, although stil quite a bit 
faster than the other 63 entries. 

An estimated 23,000 spectators were 
on hand to see Carruthers set a new 
record for the event. Kel averaged 
101.366 mph, almost 3 mph over his 
winning 98.857 of last year. 

Stalling his bike on the starting line 
and having to make up almost a full lap 
on the field, first year Expert Rusty 
Bradley was the only rider to gain on 
the two leaders. Rusty made it into 
lOth spot by the time the checkers 
came out. Making a charge in the last 
half of the race, GAry Fisher, who spent 
last season dueling with Bradley, 
worked his Yamaha into 4th at the 
finish. 

Finishing in 8th and the first Junior 
rider was young Harry Cone of 
Sherman, Texas. Harry was one of the 
top Novice road racers in 1970. 

Coming in 5th and 6th were Steve 
McLaughlin and Ray Hempstead. 
McLaughlin, of Duarte, California, was 
involved in a 4-bike duel for 3rd early in 
the race and finally fell a little off the 
pace. Hemsptead, who finished 3rd in 
the 100-mile Amateur race last year, 
was one of the seven first-year Experts 
in the top ten finishers. 

Carruthers picked up $1,400 of the 
5,500 dollar purse. It must have pleased 
him, for now the 18-year veteran of 
world wide road racing competition says 
he'll remain the states this year and 
compete in all of the national 
championship road races.

Bohn Gets Gator Win 


DAYTONA, Mar. 11, 1971 — The two 
top contenders for this year’s National 
Enduro Championship, Ron Bohn and 
John Penton, met in open battle this 
week in the alligator filled swamps of 
Florida. The event was the Alligator 
Enduro, a National Championship, held 
each year in the middle of Daytona 
Speed Week. 

This year one of the big determining 
factors was not endurance but 
discipline. It seems that a citizen who 
had given permission for the run to 
cross his land, changed his mind, forcing 
a last-minute change of course. The 
organizers exercised the only option 
they had and ran the last 25 miles of the 
run down the road. Holding a bike to 24 
mph on a super highway for an hour 
after a reasonably tough enduro requires 
iron self-control and many found they 
were lacking in this necessary element 
for winning performance. They hit the 
final check smoking hot and either lost 
bundles of points or were disqualified. 
(According to A.M.A. rules, a rider who 
arrives at a check 15 minutes early is 
automatically disqualified.) 

Only the last miles of the 104-mile 
run were pavement, however. The first 
75 were swamp, deep, deep sand and an 
alligator mating pond. Jump that log 
gently or it might open up and bite you! 

Sweepstakes winner was Ron Bohn 
on a Husky with 992 points, but his 
chief competitor is not far behind. John 
Penton fresh from a win at the Stone 
Mt. Enduro, also on a Husky, took the 
class win for A riders in the 500cc class. 
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Another nationally known rider, Doug 
Wilford, took Class A honors in the 
200cc class. 

Lots of well-known people rode the 
event Tom Clark, AMA Professional 
Racing Director finished and was 
awarded the trophy for the Executive 
class (filled with Martinis?). Bill France

DAYTONA, FLA., March 13, 1971 — 
You'd reach up to scratch and jam your 
finger in somebody’s ear, or reach for 
some change to buy a Coke and 
somebody starts yelling “pickpocket, 
pickpocket!” Some fifteen thousand 
people, well oiled with suntan lotion, 
were wedged and crammed around the 
motocross track in the infield at the 
Daytona Speedway for the grand finale 


of the super-successful Florida 
Winter-AMA Series. 
With the combined Junior and 


Expert 250cc 100-mile road race to be 
run later in the day, things had to get 
underway early Saturday morning and 
move at a steady pace. But those of you 
who've been around motocross know 
that efficiency is more often than not 
the strived-for, but never fully realized 
ideal. Originally scheduled to begin at 8 
a.m. and last for one hour, practice was 
delayed until 9:15 and the riders were 
given thirty minutes to familiarize 
themselves with the track while fighting 
the fender to fender traffic around the 
crowded course. 

Not that there wasn't a reason for 
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the delay — there certainly was. AMA 
Director of Professional Competition 
Tom Clark came on the scene early and 
proceeded to alter the program with an 
announcement that “we’ve gotta get 
this thing over with. We’ve got a road 
race to run. After thusly endearing 
himself to the motocross folks, Clark 
committed another no-no when he 
relieved popular AMA Referee Freddie 
Ephrem (a favorite with riders and fans) 
of his duties for the day, and stepped in 
to “speed things up.” But you know 
how it is, this motocross stuff is just 
frills and window dressing — a mere 
preface to the road race. 

After a few more program changes, 
things got underway with the first 
ten-minute qualifying heat in the 250cc 
class. So many riders signed up that it 
would have amounted to first degree 
massacre to turn them all loose at once; 
so it was decided to eliminate some of 
the riders by holding two ten-minute 
heats as preludes to the final 20-minute 
moto. 

Husky mounted Gunnar Lindstrom 
jumped to a quick lead in the first heat 
with Barry Higgins breathing down his 
neck. After a few laps, Higgins got his 
wheel inside Lindstrom, and Gunnar 
waved the flying New Yorker on by and 
contented himself with second place 
points in the moto. Gary Bailey 
mounted on a stock 250cc Bultaco 
PurSang, (having been lured away from

Greeves) did it to everybody in the 
second uqalifying heat as he put on one 
of the most fantastic displays of 
razzle-dazzle, showboat riding we've 
ever seen. Clearly far superior to most 
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Gunnar (12) Lindstrom took 250 class for

of the others in the heat, Bailey crossed 
it up coming over the jumps of the 
course we’d designed and wheelied from 
corner to corner all over the track. 
Meanwhile Zane Kent was getting his 
best ride of the series as he finished 


‘second with no time lost due to crashes 


or the bothersome breakdowns that 
have plagued him thus far. 

In the open class, Bob Grossi, riding 
a Husky out of Santa Cruz, California, 
took the first moto after he got by 
series stalwart Jim Weinert. However, 
Bob inadvertently cut a corner and was 
penalized one position, thereby giving 
first place points to Weinert. 

In the final open moto, American 
Motocross Team Champion Bryan 
Kenny was the man to watch as he 
smoked everybody and cruised to a win. 
Riding consistently all along but just 
getting it all together in the last few 
events, the handsome, reserved Kenny, 
whose business-like style lacks some of 
the lfash and dazzle that pleases the 
spectators, left little doubt in anyone’s 
mind that his final top standing in the 
series is not disproportionate to his 
ability. 

A consolation race for the riders who 
hadn’t made the cutoff in the qualifying 
heats added the 18 top finishers to the 
final 250 moto. Lindstrom, following 
his second place finish in the first heat, 
seemed determined to make it up in the 
all important final as he got a fast start 
and very quickly moved into the lead. 
Gunnar was passed on two occasions by 
Higgins, but cemeted his hold on first 
place with some fantastic, athletic 


riding. Higgins built a good lead over 
Bailey for second place.

Howard J. Eble, Jr. cut his teeth on 
biking some 18 years ago in Cincinnati, 
Ohio with an 80” stroker for a start. 

He has been a member of the late 
Flying Arrows M.C. for three years and a 
member of the Highway Kings till his 
resignation last March. As a member of 
the Highway Kings he was their 
representative to the Road Riders 
Committee of So. Cal. for ten years. He 
has been active in road riding in 
California for 13 years during which 
time and still to the present he can be 
found touring just about anywhere 
within a 500 mile range of the L.A. area.

1971 started with a big bang for the 
road riding faction of the sport in the 
form of the Majestics M.C.’s (SCMA) 
first run of the year. Overcast weather 
did not daunt some 829 riders seeking 
adventure. Even with the ample room at 
the new facilities of Whittier (Calif.) 
Harley, it quickly became apparent that 
there was a definite lack of elbow space. 
In addition to theLos Angeles area start, 
the Bakersfield Red Tops handled a 
start for the riders coming in from the 
north. At the finish at the Rose Bowl in 
Pasadena was a conglomerate of 
outriders and clubs arriving from the 
Mexican border all the way, 530 miles 
north from the San Francisco Bay. The 
run was handled well and the finish 
offered free chili, lawn games to enter 
or watch, and a nice little plastic pin as 
a memento. 

RIDING AROUND THE RUNS 

On the following weekend the 
Knights M.C. (RRC) sponsored a run 
starting from Pomona Harley. Although 
the morning came complete with a 
heavy fog, some 347 undaunted riders 
were willing to make book that this 
would burn out before the day was 
over, Sure enough, before the morning 
ended, the fog was over and you started 
picking up your vitamins from the 
reticent sun. Although the run itself was 
handled well there was some 
disappointment over the fact that 
although they advertised “tour award”, 
what you received was another "Dewey 
button". 

The first road run of the year for the 
north started from the Port of Stockton 
M.C. clubhouse in Stockton, Cal. with 
cool and hazy weather. The sponsoring 
club had anticipated 150 to 200 riders 
and were caught flatfooted when they 
had 348 sign-ins. This was largely due to 
the fact that the SRRA Calendar had 
issued the date of the Manteca Golden 
Bears M.C. on that date in error, Result: 
quite a few riders showed up for the 
Golden Bears run and were re-directed 
12 miles north to Stockton. The road 
course took me through some of the 
most beautiful countryside I have had 
the pleasure of riding for some time.

THE OTHER KIND OF PUBLICITY 

There has been much comment in 
the past that the only motorcycle 
publicity is the bad kind. I was quite 
pleased when a local tv station offered 
an hour program on motorcycling for 
viewing. KCOP TV attempted in one 
short hour to convey to the general 
public what it was all about. The theme 
basically was man’s “seeking of a 
personal identity, his search for 
adventure, his feeling of being alive, to 
be the master of his destiny, and that in 
some small way he has found a way to 
escape the system that beats him down. 

With much ground to be covered in a 
short time the average rider could 
probably pick out flaws or something 
that was unsaid, but in general the 
program was well presented and if only 
a handful of people improved their 
thinking about bikers as a result, it was 
well worth the effort. 

Of particular interest, it was pointed 
out that most of the slanted public 
conception of bikers has resulted from 
not only the 1%’s but also largely from 
the sensationalism-seeking news media 
and in a large part, money-hungry 
klutzes in the movie industry. I admit 
that man’s love affair with a motorcycle 
is something that has to be ridden to be 
believe and also that a “Ride A Steel 
Horse”’ is part of every man’s dream, 
AMA AND ROAD RIDERS 

Early in 1970 the AMA announced 
its intention to raise the dues to $5 
with the imclusion of the AMA 
magazine. The resulting reaction made it 
clear that this would not be conducive 
to the future growth of membership and 
the retention of the present members. 

Then came the bright idea that what 
we needed was a new emblem and a 
contest was started that provided mixed 
reactions. This culminated in an 
announcement that after Daytona there 
would be a vote taken of the general 
membership for the final decision 
through the AMA magazine. 

Suddenly at the last moment in 1970 
came the annoucement that the dues 
would go up to $7 yearly and then the 
bombshell burst with fury. This would 
include the usual $2 dues, reinstatement 
of the year pin, provision for legislation 
lobbying and inclusion in an insurance 
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program. The basic idea of some form 
of insurance is not to be ridiculed or 
maligned, since you can not obtain the 
coverage offered for the price. 

However, the basic promise that the 
rugged individualist who took up biking 
as a means of expressing his personal 
identity, to be master of his own 
destiny, or to escape the conformity of 
the masses should meekly knuckle down 
to the dictates of a minority seems 
about to be refuted. In talking to riders 
from all over California and northern 
Nevada it has become clear that the 
general opinion of the Road Rider at 
least, is that this choice should be 
optional rather than mandatory. This 
has resulted in a large number of clubs 
voting to waive AMA membership 
requirements on their runs. 
Unfortunately, there is no way that a 
“group insurance” can leave anyone 
out. 

The SCMA has been quick to 
perceive the situation and has started a 
concentrated membership promotion to 
recruit the dissidents. 

If the present formulation of ideas 
and execution of policies by the AMA 
Executive Board continues, it well may 
be that they will find themselves minus 
the membership of those who are 
strictly Road Riders. 

Contrary to the optimistic plans of 
the “E” Board, I myself personally have 
little faith in the ultimate benefit to the 
Road Rider. 

As a case in point I have talked to 
riders who have finished No. 1 in the 
Sportsman point standing in -their 


District and they have told me that 
nothing had been received from the 
AMA for this. It had been my 
understanding that „such standings 
would warrant an award from the AMA 
of some sort. If I have been incorrectly 
informed then I should wish to be 
corrected on this matter. 

In late 1969 I drafted and submitted 
to the AMA Competition Congress a 
complete set of Road Rider rules 
patterned after the Sportsman rule book 
and this was accepted with a few minor 
changes. In January ‘70 I talked to 
Gary Payne, then deputy director of 
the AMA, and was informed that they 
would be coming out that month either 
as a separate rule book or as addendum 
to the Sportsman rule book. Nobody 
has seen them yet. Presumably they 
were vetoed by the "E" Board (which 
has that power). 

One of the main concerns expressed 
in the past by the AMA has been a lack 
of communication to the general 
membership of the mandates of the “E” 
Board. 

I submit that this is a two wav street 
and that the AMA should be receptive 
to the concerns of the general 
membership. 

I further submit that an organization 
of this scope should be democratic and 
that a minority of about 125 class “B” 
members with vested interests should 
not have dictatorial power over 120,000 
class “A” members without recourse.

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BOWERS-PATRICK TEAM TO BEAT IN MINT 400 RACE 


LAS VEGAS, NEV. — Phil Bowers and 
Mike Patrick will return to try for their 
third consecutive Mint “400” Del Webb 
Desert Rally motorcycle victory March 
21, but they won’t predict another win. 

“You can’t go up there with the idea 
of winning again,” said Bowers, a 
30-year old school teach in Chino, Calif. 
“We'll just do as well as we can and 
hope for the best.” 

Bowers pointed out that this year’s 
Mint “400” motorcycle field is the 
toughest yet, featuring factory teams 
from Yamaha, Husqvarna and Bultaco, 
plus a large factory-supported Kawasaki 
contingent. 

The one-day motorcycle event March 
21 is more than a prelude to the 
two-day race for four-wheel vehicles 
March 22-23. It is the richest off-road 
motorcycle race in the world, according 
to Mint ‘400” director Mel Larson, 
carrying a $14,050 purse and more than

“We are just now starting to build 
our Yamaha 360 for the race," Bowers 
said. "It will be just like the desert race 
bikes we have built before, with the 
exception that it will have a light if we 
have to run in the dark." 

"We hope to finish before the sun 
goes down like we did last year. 
Running after dark, especially if you 
don’t have a light, can cost you a lot of 
time." 

Jim Martino and Malcolm Smith, 
who finished second 12 minutes behind 
Bowers and Patrick, may have lost the 
race when Martino had to slow down 
after dark, Bowers said, because he had 
no light. 

Bowers' teammate, Patrick, is a 
29-year-old motorcycle dealer in 
Corona. He purchased his agency, 
Bowers said, with money he won last 
year at the Mint “400”. 

The most successful motorcycle team 
in desert racing capped its two Mint 


**400" wins with a victory last 
November in the Mexican 1000. 
Motorcycle racers — so far nearly 


100 are entered — will speed eight times 
around a 50-mile course carved out of 
Southern Nevada wilderness between 
the Charleston and Sheep Mountain 
ranges. 

The up-and-down terrain is deeply 
etched with dry washes and studded 
with thick brush. It is considered one of 
the most treacherous and demanding 
courses in the world. 

Still, according to Bowers, it is one 
of the safest in the world for 
cross-country motorcycle racers. 

“To tell the truth,” Bowers said, 
“the Mexican 1000 isn’t any fun unless 
you get to La Paz, the finish line.
